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This is a decision on the reconsideration petition under 37 CFR 1 .47(a), filed October 21, 2005 
(certificate of mailing date October 19, 2005). 

The petition is GRANTED. 

Petitioners have shown that the non-signing inventor, Jacques Debiez, has unequivocally refused 
to join in the filing of the above-identified application.
